That has been a 
costly undertaking and 
now that “the team has 
fallen on hard times in 
competition play, gate 
takings have slumped, 
income has lessened while 
costs have not and com- 
mitments must be met. 


Consequently there is 
little or no financial 
surplus with which to play 
— or pay. 

That is the crux of the 
problem and of Alan Vest’s 
unhappiness and _ un- 
certainty. 


It is a problem that must 
be quickly solved. If KB 
United and Vest are not to 


move apart. Should that 
happen it will be a sad and 
sorry day for soccer in the 
North and for Neweastle 
KB United. 

While he will neither 
confirm nor deny, it is 
known that he has had 
some feelers as to his 
future from clubs not only 
in N.S.W., but in other 
States.
